4.  To  choose  by  ballot    and    major    vote.    Library 

Trustees  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

5.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  a  Trustee  of 

Trust  Funds  for  three  years  ensuing. 

6.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Tax  Col- 

lector for  the  year  ensuing. 

7.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major    vote    all    other 

necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year    ensu- 
ing. 

8.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  m,ay  be  neces- 

sary for  the  support  of  the  Poor  for  the  year 
ensuing. 


&.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  repairs  of  Highways  and 
Bridges. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  in- 

struct its  Selectmen  to  take  such  action  re- 
garding rolling,  plowing  or  otherwise,  in 
keeping  winter  roads  open  in  said  Town  for 
year  ensuing,  as  in  their  judgment  seems 
most  conducive  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same, 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  Aid  for  con- 

struction of  Class  II  road,  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the 
sum  of  $768.00;  or  will  accept  state  aid  for 
construction  of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and 
appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the 
sum  of  $360.01. 

12.  To  raise  such  sum's  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with  re- 

ference to  hiring  the  Colebrook  Fire  Depart- 
ment, for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  of 
fires,  in  said  town,  and  in  event  of  favorable 
action,  to  make  the  necessary  appropriation 
for  the  same. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  price  per 

day  for  the  hiring  of  manual  labor,  teams, 
and  trucks  for  work  on  Town  Roads. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will    vote    to    authorize  the 

Selectmen  to  incur  the  debts  for  temporary 
loans  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  en- 
suing municipal  year  and  to  pay  such  debts 
out  of  the  tax  money  when  it  is  received. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 

to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Col- 
lector's Deeds. 


17;  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
for  the  support  of  the  Town  Charges  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a  cer- 

tain Highway  in  said  town,  commencing  at  a 
point  approximately  ten  (10)  feet  southerly 
from  the  road  leading  to  Fred  Jordan's  Camp 
on  Jordan  Hill,  so-called,  thence  running 
southerly  to  the  turn  of  the  road  leading  to 
premises  now  occupied  by  Pitre  Parry. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  em- 

power the  Selectmen  to  purchase  any  new 
equipment  for  ploughing  and  removing  snow 
off  and  from  the  highways  in  said  Town,  and 
to  do  any  other  act  or  thing  appertaining  to 
the  same,  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  Se- 
lectmen may  be  conducive  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  town;  and  make  appropriation  for 
the  same. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ratify  and  con- 

firm the  act  of  the  Selectmen,  whereby  they 
used  the  sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Fourteen 
and  Seventy-five  ($814.75)  Dollars,  for  the 
purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  of  a  Town 
Garage,  from  other  funds  appropriated  for 
other  purposes  at  its  annual  Town  Meeting 
held  in  March  1940. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 

sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Fourteen  and  Seven- 
ty-five ($814.75)  Dollars  to  reimburse  the 
town  for  funds  as  set  forth  in  Article  20. 

22.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  raise  for 

the  purpose  of  completing  the  Town  Garage, 
and  make  appropriation  for  the  same. 


23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State 

Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by 
the  division  of  municipal  accounting  and  to 
make  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense 
of  such  audit.

of  Agents,  Auditors,  Selectmen,  and  all  other 
officers,  and  ratify  and  confirm  the  same.
